therefore, that there is no necessity for using a_ soil 
stack larger than 4 inches in diameter for any building, 
provided the construction is such as to protect the fix 
ture traps from the pneumatic effects produced in the 
stack itself. Here, again, definite recommendations are 
dependent on further experiments and a complete test- 
ing of the plan. 

“The size of main vents or vent stacks required by the 
proposed plan would be about the same as now com 
monly employed with the 4-in. soil stack. The required 
size of the house drain would be dependent on the total 
number of fixtures on the system and the kind of use 
for which it is intended.” 


GROUPING FIXTURES ABOUT THE STACK 

NOLLOWING the above discussion, the report gives 
f considerable space to the necessity of planning, on 
the part of the architect, to produce the best results 
from the plumbing installation. Close grouping of fix- 
tures about the stack is the chief point brought out. 

With the foregoing considerations concerning stack 
sizes as a basis, the government experiments next took 
up the investigation of separate floor layouts, testing dif- 
ferent layouts with the special object of finding when 
individual vents were needed or not needed. 

Fig. 3 (Fig. 69 in the report) shows a bathroom lay- 
out that was tested in various ways. Gate valves were 
placed on each of the vent lines, to enable cutting out 
the different sections of vent piping Concerning Fig 
3 the report has the following :— 

“Fig. 69 shows a design employed on the top floor 
in a one-story and basement construction, with a water- 


closet and laundry trays installed in the basement. It 
is shown here, as used, with double branch fittings in 
the stack and waste lines, thus giving opportunity to 
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throw the same into a duplex system, with two bathroom 
groups of fixtures set back to back During the tests 
for a single system, the Y branches opposite the water 
closet and bathtub were plugged, and a deep-seal glass 
trap set in the fitting branch opposite the washbasin 
With all valves in the vent closed, the discharge of the 
washbasin and bathtub together almost completely. si 
phoned the washbasin trap With valves 3 and 4 only 
open, there was no loss in either the bath or basin trap 
by self-siphonage from the single or combined discharge 
of the two With all valve in the vents closed, one of 
the traps would practically lose it eal from the dis 
charge of the water-closet Thi is due to aspirating 
effect of the water-closet discharge flowing past the 
waste opening into the stack With the vent valves 3 
and 4 open, no measurable lo of seal in either the 
basin or bath trap was produced by any combination or 
order of discharge of the three fixtures At times a very 
slight back pressure was observed in the bath trap when 
the basin was discharged 

“With the duplex installation, it was found necessary 
to vent each pair of fixtures, the baths by the ‘common 
vent’ (2); the basins by the common vent (3), the water 
closets being ‘stack vented.’ With a pair of fixtures 
thus placed back to back, the valve in the ‘common 
vent’ for the pair closed, the discharge of one of the pair 
invariably pulled the seal from the other trap The 
effect was not as great with the pair of bathtubs as with 
the pair of washbasins, yet was sufficient to reduce the 
trap seal materially. 

“The plan of connecting the bath and basin common 
waste into a fitting below the water-closet fitting was 
also tested, with 1%-in. waste from the bathtub, with 
similar results These results, verified by later pres

“To eliminate the necessity of any except stack vent- 
ing for a single-floor group, or the highest group of fix- 
tures on the stack, the arrangement of fixtures shown in 
Fig. 74 was installed and tested. With this layout, no 
measurable loss of seal was produced in any trap of the 
group, by any combination or order of discharge of the 
fixtures of the group itself, or in conjunction with other 
fixtures lower on the stack. The combined discharge 
from a washbasin and kitchen sink into a 3-in. stack, 
is not sufficient to produce aspirating effects great enough 
to cause measurable loss of seal in traps whose un- 
vented wastes connect to the stack at points below. 

“The conclusion is that within the limits of permitted 
length and fall of unvented wastes, it is unnecessary to 
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individually vent any fixture of a group installed on 


this plan (Fig. 74) It will be observed that with ‘crow 


foot’ fittings a great variety of arrangement and spac 
ing of fixtures within the limits of permitted lengths 
and fall of unvented wastes, may be secured without in 


any way affecting the general results indicated.” 


GENERAL CONCLUSIONS 

N addition to the tests which we have quoted, many 
| other tests were made, a summation of which is made 
in the following 

“The results of the preceding tests in connection with 
other experiments justify a number of general conclu 
sions which may safely be applied to all dwelling-house 
plumbing, namely 

‘lL. The 8-in. stack is adequate for all separate dwell 
ing-house plumbing 

“3 It is possible by close grouping of the fixtures 
around the soil stack, to obtain safe and efficient drain 
age for a single floor, and for the highest floor of a 
more complex system, without back venting any of the 
fixtures. 

“3S. It is necessary to back vent individually or in 
groups, all small branch waste lines connecting directly 
into the stack below a water-closet on the same stack, 
to protect fully the seals of traps on such branches 

“- 4 back-vented side-inlet branch to a ‘crowfoot’ 
fitting on a middle floor, offers a degree of protection 
that makes it unnecessary to back vent the water-closet 
individually, provided the possible discharge does not 
exceed that from one bathroom group plus a_ kitchen 
sink, or 10% fixture units.

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CHICAGO 

There was a decidedly better feeling apparent in plumb 
ing and heating circles this week. A slight increase in 
demand was reported in a majority of products and many 
feel that the ball, now set rolling, will daily gather mo 
mentum. One large Chicago jobber’s sales sheet shows 
that the business his company did in April was in excess 
of that done in April of last year A manufacturer of 
heating equipment had the same experience. And, to 
make the story complete, a large master plumber closed 
a record number of contracts in the same month. The 
piece-meal tendency of deceiving, 
evidently, in many cases, so far as the aggregate volume 
of goods moved. 


buying has’ been 


Jobbers are estimating a very good 
volume of work; manufacturers, besides orders, are re- 
ceiving inquiries that, when closed, will total a very satis 
factory business; and Dodge reports show a_ building 
volume in April in the central west that has broken all 
records. 

The note of caution, however, still pervades the industry, 
and that note must be sounded, of course, in any report 
of business conditions. Buyers can meet their needs 
satisfactorily by taking care of immediate business only 
in their commitments; and, to some, accustomed during 
the last few years to car-load business and big stock 
orders, the adjusiment to such conservative methods is 
hard to make. 

Prices are not satisfactory from the viewpoint of many 
manufacturers and jobbers, one of the former remarking 
that he had no complaint to make about the volume of 
goods he was moving but that he could find much to 
complain about in the prices which were being quoted 
Master plumbers and heating contractors, as well, have 
a good deal to say about the prices at which work is being 
taken. Prices that are being quoted in the present market 
are being used to slash contract bids; and it is a familiar 
statement that the weakness is doing no good to any of 
the branches of the industry and a great deal of harm to 
the profits of all. 

Statistics that can be advanced as proof that business is 
on a sound basis are found in car loadings and bank clear- 
ings. The number of cars loaded during the week end- 
ing May 2 was the highest of any week in history. Bank 
clearings are maintained up to the highest figures for the 
year, last week showing an increase of 34 per cent over 
the same week last year. Total construction started dur- 
ing the first four months of this year shows an increase of 
26 per cent over the first four months of last year in the 
central west. 

Soil Pipe 

While the soil pipe market has its few bright spots, it 
is not in the healthiest of conditions, from the viewpoint 
of many foundry representatives. Foundries’ guarantee 
against a decline in prices is still operative, and little 
new buying has resultéd yet. Production continues at a 
slow rate. At the same time, the report from one rep- 
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resentative who has just returned from a trip around his 
territory is that demand outside of Chicago is beginning 
te open up nicely In the meantime, jobbers’ stocks are 
still complete and adequate and, in general, demand from 
the master plumber is no better than fair. Reports of 
specials in soil pipe sales to the master plumber are 
frequent

Jobbers’ sales of steel pipe picked up a little during 
the last few days and prices are firmer than they have been 
for some time.

According to reports, a good volume of business on 
both boilers and radiation has been entered for future de- 
livery. Actual demand for quick delivery is light, as jobs 
on which material is ordered have not progressed to 
the point where delivery is required Prices are steady 
and unchanged. 


PACIFIC COAST 


Business during the week continued good and the trade 
as a whole is in a rather optimistic state. Purchasing by 
all concerns is still proceeding along conservative lines 
Jobbers, as a rule, are paying more attention to turn 
over than to speculative buying. Jobbers’ prices to the 
trade in all lines are firm.

Most distrib- 
utors have ample stocks and also considerable tonnage 
en route. Some uneasiness is felt, owing to present weak 
ness of foundry prices.

No difficulty 
is experienced in obtaining prompt shipment in all lines

Sales of this commodity continue in fair volume. Job- 
bers’ stocks are ample and prompt shipment can be secured 
on practically all lines from either coast or eastern pot-
